I t w as discovered ju st 
before m idnight. 
No casualties w’ere reported. 
The flam es originated in the up­ 
per p a rt of the building, w here 
the artillery room s are located, 
and spread rapidly. 
P art of the roof collapsed, but 
firem en 
succeeded 
in 
confining 
most of the flam es to the front 
p a il of the building. 
The m ain auditorium , where a 
huge stage is located, is construct­ 
ed of steel and concrete, and was 
not believed to have been badly 
dam aged. 
M ost of the dam age to 
it w as caused by water. 
The auditorium has a .seating 
capacity of m ore than 5,000. 
It 
w as alm ost com pletely rebuilt a 
couple of years ago a t a huge 
expenditure. 
A pproxim ately 300 persons, p a rt 
of more than 1,000 wrho had been 
attending a dance in the main au­ 
ditorium , w'ere still in the building 
when the flam es were discovered.

BEHLIN, Nov. 12— Marking the beginning of what 
Nazi officialdom hoped would be a united totalitarian 
front against the democracies Reichsfuehrer Adolf Hitler 
today' received Soviet Premier and Foreign Commissar 
V, M. Molotov. 
Hitler received Molotov and the assistant Soviet foreign 
commissar, M. Dekanosov, in the Reich chancellory. The 
Soviet leaders were presented to the Fuehrer by’ German 
Foreign Minister Joachim Von Ribbentrop. 
The conversations between Hitler and the Soviet leaders 
stalled at 3:45 p. rn. German time. 
A guard of honor composed of Hitler's own life guards 
was drawn up in front of the chancellory as the Soviet 
leaders arrived. 
It represents the first time Hitler has personally met a 
leader of the Soviet regime.

It is also the first time a

Soviet 
Russia 
has 
visited 
Nazi Germany. 
Germany hopes that the 
meeting between Hitler and 
M olotov will result in closer co­

O fficial quarters predicted that 
the conversations now under way 
will 
result in poUtieal develop­ 
m ents of world-wide significance.

A lthough official q u arters were 
reticen t concerning the exact na­ 
ture of the proposals w hich Reichs­ 
fuehrer H itler m ay m ake to Mo­ 
lotov, it was said th a t the Soviet 
prem ier’s presence in Berlin is in 
itself sufficient to indicate that 
developm ents of the utm ost im­ 
portance are under way. 
The G erm ans feel there is reason 
to believe th a t before M olotov and 
his 
large entourage of

leave Berlin, some sort of con­ 
crete 
dem onstration will 
tran s­ 
pire linking the Reich and Soviet 
Russia to a common goal before 
the eyes of the w’orld. 
It was frankly adm itted here 
th a t the clash of Ideologies 
be­ 
tw een 
Nazism and 
Communism 
still rem ains, but officials pointed 
out th a t realistic politics have been 
the keynote of axis diplom acy and 
the axis has no intention of let­ 
ting ideals interfere with cold and 
vital facts. 
H itler’s conversations w ith Mo­

thoughts left. Monday evening by 
Line Coach E . Ft. (Ern ie) Godfrey 
of Ohio State U niversity when he 
addressed the annual Kiwanis Club 
football banquet in Hanley’s tea­ 
room. Coaches Roy Black and Tom 
Armstrong and lettermen of the 
high school plus team managers 
were 
guests of the 
Kiwanians. 
About 75 persons were present to 
enjoy thfe evening, a turkey dinner 
and 
Coach Godfrey's 
interesting 
address. 
Coach Black, in introducing his 
lettermen, declared that hopes are 
high for next year’s team with 
many boys who gained experience 
this year returning for another 
year of action. He announced elec­ 
tion of Robert Brown and Clark 
M artin, 
senior center and 
right 
guard, as co-captains of the 1940 
team. 
Talk Interesting 
Coach Godfrey, with 25 years of 
experience in the coaching game, 
delivered the most interesting foot­ 
ball talk heard in Circleville in 
many years. He spoke briefly con­ 
cerning 
the generalities of 
the 
game, then showed the complete 
movie of one of Ohio’s football 
games, pointing out various good 
points and various mistakes as the 
play was unfolded. 
It 
was after 
the movie 
that 
Coach Godfrey kept his listeners 
on the edge of their chairs when 
he went into a long discussion of 
the game of football and its trials 
and tribulations. He invited ques­ 
tions and answered all that were 
fired at him. 
The coach said that loss of Jim ­ 
my 
Strausbaugh of 
Chillicothe 
with an ankle injury just before 
the opening game had cost Ohio 
State, the mentor declaring that 
the losses charged to Ohio might 
not have been defeats if Straus­ 
baugh had been able to "carry the 
m ail" as he did last year. He said 
that the senior grinder has not 
fully recovered from his injury. 
He paid tribute to several mem­ 
bers of the team, and mourned the 
Ions of Frank Zadworney, 1939’s 
great blocking halfback, as one 
that cannot be replaced. 
‘‘Movement To South" 
Coach 
Godfrey 
discussed \ at 
length the movement of northern 
boys to southern schools, and de­ 
clared that his “ proselyting" is 
kicking back, several goods boys 
returning to Ohio State this year 
after starting to schools in the 
South. He referred to Huston, a 
great guard from Massillon who 
started at Tennessee and then en­ 
rolled at Ohio State, and Zimmer­ 
man, another lineman, who went 
to Duke and then came back to 
Ohio. He said that this trend to 
the South has been changed some­ 
what, but that eastern schools had 
started 
to 
invade 
Ohio’s 
high 
schools to obtain some of the most 
outstanding m aterial.

The coach spoke of Ohio’s quest 
for 
athletic 
m aterial 
that

“ brainy” . He referred to several 
members of an Ohio high school 
team of last year who could not 
even read speeches that nad been 
i written for them.

“ We don't want boys of this 
type," Godfrey said. 
He went on to refer to Wesley 
a Fesler, Dick Larkins, Esco Sark- 
klnen, Ralph W olf, Trevor Rees 
and several others as outstanding 
examples of "sm art" football play­ 
ers who made good because they 
had "brains," speed and courage.

It is unfortunate that the third term tradition could not be discussed 
strictly on its merits. 
It was caught in the thicket of other issues, 
personalities and party loyalties. The principle itself during these re­ 


cent weeks has been something like shingling a roof. You can't do it 
when it is raining and in dry weather it’s not necessary. 
Now that the shouting is over it should be possible to re-examine 


the question freed from other issues and the prestige of party and 
personality. 
President Roosevelt has indicated ‘ that he w ill not be a 


candidate for a fourth term. 
An amendment to the Constitution of 


the United States placing a lim it on the period which any President 


m ay serve would therefore not be directed against him. 
M illions of people must have voted for President Roosevelt with 
great reluctance so far as the j -------------------------------- 


third term principle Is concerned, 
but felt impelled to put it aside 
for the moment on account of the 
international situation. 
In other 
words, they must 
have 
said, 
“ I 
realize this is a 
dangerous 
thing 
to do and I hope 
no precedent w ill 
be establis h e d . 
There 
w ill 
be 
men in the fu­ 
ture wielding the 
P E T T E N G IL L vast 
power 
of 
the Presidency against whom we 
ought to bar the door in order 
that we may not have an Am eri­ 
can Diaz or an American H itler." 
In addition, there are, of course, 
the m illions who voted to uphold 
the third term principle despite 
international 
conditions. 
Based 
upon the Gallop polls before the 
campaign a great m ajority of the 
Am erican people believe that the 
no-third-term tradition is a safe­ 
guard to free institutions. 
That 
being the case, the Judiciary Com- ! 
m ittee of the Senate in the next 
Congress ought to report out a 
resolution to amend the Constitu­ 
tion, placing a lim it upon the ten­ 
ure of the Presidency. 
Under the practice prescribed 
by the Constitution the proposed 
amendment would have to receive 
the approval of two-thirds of each 
House of Congress. 
It does not 
require any action by the Presi­ 
dent although, of course, if Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt were to recommend 
it, it would carry great weight. 
A t present two resolutions to 
thus amend the Constitution are 
pending in the United States Sen­ 
ate. 
One calls for a single Presi­ 
dential term of six years. 
The 
other places a lim it of no more 
than two terms of four years each, 
— no third term. 
A good argument can be made 
for either proposal as against the 
other, but the exact form of the 
proposal is relatively unimportant 
in contrast with the principle it­ 
self, which is to place some lim it 
upon the tenure of the Presiden­ 
tial office. 
In behalf of one term of six 
years we have two great prece­ 
dents to go by. 
One is that the 
Constitutional Convention of 1787 
favored until the closing days of 
its session a single term of seven 
years. 
The other is the Constitu­ 
tion of the. Confederate States of 
Am erica which prescribed that the 
President should 
serve 
for 
six 
years and be ineligible for reelec­ 
tion. 
It is true also that argu­ 
ments made against a third term 
can also be made against a second 
term. 
The vast power of patron­ 
age and the control of public opin­ 
ion now inherent in the Presi­ 
dency, can be used to secure a 
second term as well as a third. 
Moreover, it is urged with great 
force that if a President knows 
that he can serve only one term 
he w ill devote his entire effort to 
the service of the country rather 
♦tian placating politicians of his 
own 
party 
and 
the 
pressure 
groups of the country to insure a 
second nomination and election. 
It was argued before the Sen­ 
ate Committee by the President of 
Lafayette College of Pennsylvania, 
that one of the things which has 
brought politics into such disre­ 
pute, 
especially 
with 
Am erican 
youth, is that a President, during 
his 
first 
term, 
is 
constantly 
scheming for- his own renomina­ 
tion, and then in the campaign 
for the second election gets down 
into the gutter with corrupt city 
machines and thus tarnishes the 
greatest office in /the world.

Ladino clover is a perennial and 
w ill survive over a period of years 
while red clover of alsike clover 
die either at the end of the second 
or the first year. Ladino clover, 
however, should not be used in Ohio 
in pure stands nor for meadows 
that are to be left only one year 
or that are to be maintained over 
a period of several years. Rather 
it should be used in pasture mix­ 
tures or in meadows which are to 
be grazed for a year or two after 
a hay crop has been removed, It 
w ill produce crops of hay but does 
not yield as heavily as fed clover 
and it is not as satisfactory as 
alfalfa for meadows to be main­ 
tained several years. 
The clover has a white blossom 


and the plant is more tolerant of 
lime deficiency in soil than are the 
other white clovers, although it is 
not as drought resistant as Louisi­ 
ana white clover. 
In seeding meadows where the 
second growth is to be pastured, it 
is recommended that seed mixture# 
of six pounds alfalfa, three pounds: 
of tim othy and one pound of L a ­ 
dino clover be used. The Ladino

withstands 
considerable 
crowding by other plants in gras# 
mixtures.

ENATOR LODGE of Massachusetts has 
started a movement to abolish the 
“electoral college” by which our presi­ 
dents arc theoretically chosen, 
Tile pro­ 
posal has been discussed off and on for 
more than a century; iii fact, Thomas Jef­ 
ferson advocated it as early as the year 
1801. 
It could be done by amending the 
Constitution iii the usual manner. 
This electoral device seemed reason­ 
able at first. 
But no one pretends any 
more that the college of “electors” chosen 
by Hie states, equalling in number every 
state’s combined senators and representa­ 
tives in Congress, really does Hie electing. 
For a century or more it has not been a 
free agent, but has merely registered the 
popular choices of the voters in the vari­ 
ous states for the presidential candidates. 
And even this procedure has not clearly 
indicated the popular will of the nation, 
because it has occasionally put in the presi­ 
dential office candidates who, though hav­ 
ing a majority of electoral votes, lacked a 
popular majority of the whole country. 
Increasingly our people have felt that 
if this nation is really a democracy, its 
executive power should be exercised by 
a President having a true majority of the 
votes cast by the citizens of the nation. 
Then it could never be said that lie did not 
represent the popular will.
